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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1 ,3-34,49-51 , drawn to a pipeline, classified in class 405, subclass 
184.4. 

II. Claims 35-48, drawn to method for laying a pipeline, classified in class 
405, subclass 1 70.

In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process, such as, repairing an exiting pipeline by 
replacing an intermediate section with a buoyant pipe section.
